To  the  Hon.  Board  of  Mayor  and  Aldermen  : 

In  comformity  with  Section  6  of  an  ordinance  relating  to  the  Fire 
Department,  I  herewith  transmit  to  you  a  list  of  the  Officers  and  Mem- 
bers attached  to  the  Fire  Department,  together  with  their  ages,  resi- 
dences and  occupations.  Also  a  statement  of  the  .condition  of  the  Ap- 
paratus under  their  charge,  the  number  of  fires  and  alarms  during  the 
past  year,  the  number  of  Hydrants  and  Reservoirs  from  which  water 
can  be  obtained  in  case  of  fire. 

I  have  from  time  to  time  made  thorough  examination  of  the  several 
Machines  and  Apparatus  belonging  to  the  City,  and  in  use  for  the  ,es- 
tingiiishmeut  of  fires,  and  report  the  same  in  good  order  and  condition  for 
the  purposes  intended.  A  further  supply  of  Hose  should  be  purchased 
the  coming  year,  for  the  reasons  given  in  my  report  last  year.  There 
will  have  to  be  a  new  roof  put  upon  No.  1  Engine  and  Hook  &  Lad- 
der House,  the  coming  year,  and  all  of  the  houses  ought  to  be  painted  ; 
and  I  would  recommend  an  appropriation  of  $1,500  for  the  purchase  of 
new  Hose  and  repairing  the  Engine  Houses. 

I  am  happy  in  being  able  to  report  jthat  the  number  of  fires  and 
alarms  the  past  year,  has  been  few.  The  loss  by  fire  has  been  less 
than  SG.OOO.  The  Department  has  been  called  out  by  alarms  of  fire 
lour  times.  There  has  been  a  fire  alarm  Bell  purchased  and  put  upon 
the  City  Hall  Building  the  past  year,  a  new  Reservoir  built  on  Temple 
Street,  both  costing  about  $1,000,  which  has  been  paid  for  out  of  the 
appropriation  for  the  Fire  Department.  No.  5  Engine  House  has  also 
been  shingled,  each  of  the  Engines  varnished,  and  all  of  the  Machines 
are  in  good  condition  in  case  of  fire,  and  our  Fire  Department  contin- 
ues to  maintain  the  high  reputation  that  it  so  justly  deserves.  The 
Smith  Machine  has  been  sold  the  pas-t  year.  The  T.  W.  Gillis  Machine 
I  would  recommend  keeping  :  it  is,  or  may  be,  worth  more  to  the 
City  than  they  can  realize  for  it  by  selling. 

I  return  my  thanks  to  the  Officers  and  Members  of  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment.
